CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. (AP) - 
The launch . of - space shuttle 
Discovery was scrubbed Saturday by 
a thunderstorm that lingered just 
long enough to cause a oncslay post- 
ponement. 

A new attempt to launch the ship 
and Us crew of five on a satellite 
dcllvery-and-rcscuc mission was set 
for Sunday at7;S7 a.m. EDT. 

Storm cloudis began building as 
Saturday's countdown reached the 
final scheduled "hold" at the 0 ^ 
minutcs-U>-t1(loff mark. 

"Wc are lajclng a . close, look .at 
thunderstorms in the vicinity of the 
landing facility,” ^jd L aun ch Con- 
Irol’s'Hughllam's. Moments .later, 
clouds closed In. thunder rolled over 
Cape Canaveral, and the clock tick- 
ed toward the end of the 34-minutc 
“window” in which thc'shuttic could 
leave. 

Launch director Bob Sleek allowed 
the count to continue to the' 5- 
minute mark, hoping for a last- 
minute change,- then ordered the 
•scrub, ' 

Within minutes, the sky again was 
a brilliant blue. 

Officials warded, not only about 


the shuttle ciimoing through rain 
and lightning, but also the visibility 
from the air of the Kennedy Space 
Cenler’runway in case the shuttle 
had to make an emergency landing 
in the early minutesof flight. 

Rain could damage the shuttle's 
fragile tiles and lightning could zap 
Us computers and guidance 
systems, 

!n early afternoon, lightning 
struck a main transformer that 
feeds the northern.half ofJho s pace 
center, including the launch control 
.room:Jiml-its.-niany-.compute.rs and 
the launch pad 3' -.. miles a way. 

Lights were out in many areas of 
the Cape for up to 20 minutes, but 
NASA spokesman Dick Young said 
there was only a momentary outage 
in the launch control room and on 
the pad. Both have’^'emcrgency 
power, but it was not needed. 

Young said the shuttle, which was 
being drained of fuel at Iho time,' 
lost .internal power but that was 
picked up Immediately By fuel cells-- 
Ihal provide elcclrieity while the 
ship is in orbit.

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iTelevision fails to reflect reality, report says

i WASHINGTON - Despite superlicial bows 
Jto reality, many of today’s prime lime tele* 
ivlslon programs arc as removed from the 
^al world as Uit situation comedies of the 
<1950s, a new study has concluded. 

; • "Hollywood has largely failed to grapple 
^wIth the important Issues of people’s lives.” 

• Ihe National Commission on Working 
iiWomen said in a report called "Prime Time 
« Kids”, an analysis of children and families 
ipn television. 

.1- The group based its study on 15 situation 
^medics and eight dramas with children as 

• Characters, monitoring them for five weeks 


In June and July to see If they reflected the 
concerns ql the country's 20 million working 
mothers. “Those reflections were virtually, 
nonexistent." the study concluded. 

The report noted that almost all real fami- 
lies with woi'king parents depend on some 
form of child care and many families are 
struggling to make ends meet — particular- 
ly those headed by single women. ‘ 

However, no single mothers on television 
live In poverty or have economic problems, 
the report .said; no children lack essentials 
or extras; serious race 'and sex discrimina- 
tion don’t exist; bigotry is usually overcome 
by the end of the show; and young children 
arc so self-reliant that they don't need child 
care or the care is automatically provided 


by loving relatives or live-in help. 

"One could argue that ... this escape Is a 
relief from the.^ reality of low wages, poor 
child care, and" great fatigue,’’ the report 
says. “However, this fantasy world, where 
viewers sec virtually no reflection ot 
themselves, is also discouraging and 
vapid..." 

Equally important, the report -contends, is 
that the programs help shape a false Im- 
pression of American society. Because fi- 
nancial worries and child care problems arc 
"virtually invisible" on television. It con- 
tends. they arc not perceived as problems 
and are omitted from the nation's social and 
polilical agenda. 

"TV entertainment is by definition enter- 


tainment — an escape from the front 
pages,” .. said CBS spokesman George 
Schweitzer In responding to the report. “In 
the nows (viewers) gel the reality of life, 
They get the struggles." 

Schweitzer called-thc-study “cuHous and 
hard to understand." saying It criticizes 
television for taking on bigotry, prejudice 
and other issues that people have asked It to 
address. He also said “Cagney arid Uiqey". 
one ot the programs In the study, "really 
wrestled" with the problems of working and 
low-income mol)icrs, 

According to Ihe study, 80 percent of the 
children on prlmb time television arc white 
and 03 percent are middle-class or wealthier. 


The researchers found that almost 66 per- 
cent of the children in the series live in 
homes without two parents arid of those 
with two-parent fomllies, 83 percent have 
mothers who work outside the home. 

"If the nuclear family Is an endangered 
species on television today, the homemaker 
mother is practically cxtlncf,” the study 
said, noting that TV mothers today are 
lawyers, architects, cops, ad agency presi- 
dents, secretaries, spies and oil tycoons. 

Nevertheless, It said, "parental concern 
about child care Is non-existent — relatives, 
housckcepecs.Jmbysitlcrs and older siblings 
abound ... On television, day care centers do 
not exist."

« healthy. But declining grain sales and rising 
production costs and interest rates ‘have 
combined In recent years to depress farm'fn- 
come and land values. The U.S. Agriculture. 
Department says.farm income will drop this 
year more than 24 percent from 1984. 

That means lapses in bookkeeping can spell 
bankruptcy, say three (arm wives who have 
devised a bookkeeping system to gel farmers 
organized! 

The Agriculture Department says farm in- 
come will drop this year to between $22 
billion and $26 billion, down from $34.6 billion 
lnl984. - , 

Their book, "Pul Paperwork in its Place,” 
gives farmers a step-by-step plan (or keeping 
good records — just "paperwork shortcuts," 
said one of the authors, Ann Jorgensen of 
Garrison, Iowa. 

"It makes you really look at the figures to 
see If you're making money or losing money 



so you can -react In the proper way.” Mrs. 
Jorgensen said. "We're In an economic time 
where your banker wants to know your cash 
flow, profit projection and cost of production 
— all pencil-pushing acUvltles.” 

The problem, said Mrs. Jorgensen. Is that* 
farmers traditionally have concentrated on 
raising crops while shunning paperwork. 

"They tend to buy a desk, let papers pile 
up and not know how to file them,” she said. 
The book outlines basic plans for sorting

the "tons of paper that arrive in the mall 
every day," from farm magazines and tax 
bills to business letters and Junk mail. The 
book offers a system (or creating (lies for 
important, items "so information (lows and 
doesn’t get irito a bottleneck.

Such problems can be solved by carrying a . 
small metal storage box with a clipboard on 
top. Notes and receipts can be slipped safely 
inside and taken to the office for filing on a - 
regular basis. 

The book, published by Wallace Homestead 
Book Co. Jn Lombard, 111., also urges farmers 
to get away from the "buy it In Uie spring 
and pay for It In the fall” system and to ask 
suppliers to send monthly bills. 

-Mrs. -Jorgensen -said she and-co-aulhors — 
Jullannc Anderson of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
and Janice Geiken of Vinton, Iowa, developed 
an efficient farm office system through "the 
trlal-and-error method — a poor use of 
lime,” and decided to write the book to save 
others that trouble. 

Good records allow farmers to create the 
kind of economic projections bankers seek so 
they are "comfortable with your business,” 
said Mrs. Jorgensen. 

The worhen also distribute a~''Fann Home 
Offices” catalog In which they offer custom- 
designed worksheets and other office sup- 
plies to make farm bookkeeping easier. 

“Farmers are now convinced they need to 
do this.

Farm erunch resulting in bumper crop of used machinery

WASHINGTON - Every farmer who 
retires or is forced to sell out is inadvertent- 
ly helping others to stay in business a little 
longer by putting used machinery on' the 
market. 

'The general crunch on farm assets and 
producer incomes has continued to cut deep- 
ly- Into sales of new and used machinery, ac- 
cording, to' an Agriculture Department 
report. This year, sales are expected In the 


range of $6.4 billion, and $G.G billion, down be- 
tween 9 percent arid 12 pcrccnl-from a 12- 
ycar low of $7.28 billion in 1984, the depart- 
ment’s Economic Research Service said,. 
Sales totaled nearly $12 billion In 1979. 

Is there a major recovery in the works? 
Not right away, apparently. Farm 
machinery sales could drop another $1 billion 
next year, depending on what happens to in- 
terest rates and lan(l values. -* 

But-as machinery sales drop foHhe sixth 
consecutive year, farmers arc learning to 
cooelnavarietvofways. -. 


"In many areas of the country, particular- 
ly the Midw'^. there is an abundance of 
good used farm machinery on the markcl at 
attractive* prices.”"’’’ the report • said. 
"Midwest farmers and machinery dealers 
from surrounding areas have taken advan- 
tage of the availability of this used 
machlnci^,'* t^lch has further dampened 
demand for new machinery.” 

Also, since 1982. farmers have spent 
relatively more fixing up their old tractors, 
cpmblncs and balers than they' have on new 
Items. For every dollar spent on machinery 


purchases In 1964, farmers spent 59 cents on 
repairs, up from 32 cents in 1979. 

The report also noted that since 1979. the 
"consumption" of farm machinery has ex- 
ceeded replacement. In other words, the 
value of tractors and other equipment used 
by farmers has been depreciating (aster 
than new capital- equipment “has. been 
brought Into the pipeline. - 

In 1979, for example, when farmers spent 
$11.75 billion oh machinery, the depreciation 
of tractors and other equipment added up to 


$10.38 billion. That resulted in a "dcprecla- 
tlon-to-capltal ratio" of 88 cents (or each $i 
spent on new or replacement machinery. 

But In 1980 and in each year since then, the 
depredation value has exceeded capital 
spending for-roachinery. In 1980, the ratio ' 
was. $1.09 for each .$1 spent on new or. 
replacement machinery, $1.24 In 1961. $1.63 
In 1982, $1.68 In 1983, and$l.69 in 1984. 

Based on the range of spending now 
forecast, the ratio could Increase to between 
$1.76and$1.8ithlsycar.

But the 
range of types of-land-was wide. Ir- 
rigated cropland, on the average, 
was worth about $1.^80 an acre; Ir- 
rigated pasture was worth about 
$694 an acre; and dry pasture or 
grazing laiid was worth about $177 
an acre, the panel of 50 land experts 
estimated as of April 1. 

Then, none expected land values to 
increase, and almost half expected 
' them still to decrease during Uie 
next 12 months. A follow-up study Is 
due this fall. 

Despite stack sales In the Magic 
Valley, there hove been some 
statistics available, says Elbert 
Davis, owner and rural appraiser for 
Ag-Land Mortgage and Real Estate 
Inc. of Twin Falls.

If honey market prices were 
higher, producers would forgo the 
federal supports and sell for cash. 

From 1980 to 1983, the govenun- 
ent's costs of taking over honey 
under the support program 
multiplied by more than 24 times, 
from less than $2.09 million to more 
'than $65.7. million. In the four-ycor 


period 1980-83, honey aquisition costs 
totaled nearly $133 million for 220.S 
million pounds of honey turned over 
to the government, • - 

Meanwhile,., .according .to . the . 

report, honey imports climbed to 
109.8 million poiinds In 1983 from 49 
million pounds ln'1980. 

Bills have been Introduced in Con- 
gress to change the honey support 
program or eliminate It altogether. 
The GAO said Its report could help In 
making decisions when Congress 
returns next month and resumes 
farm bill debate. 

‘ The honey industry ' pushed 
through legislation last year to 
establish a federal rharketlng order 
for honey. Subject to Industry ap-
